Two Skinheads Sentenced For Racial Attack on Chinese 
Jal Datle Set for PRemmaining Allacker

PORTLAND - Justice appears to be 
moving Swiftly against the three assailants 
accused of beating of Chin Hock-Seng in 
March ( 丈 / 友 4-14): The three, members of 
aSkinhead gang, shouted racial epithets at 
Chin, his wife, two-year-old-daughter， 
mother and a Filipina American friend 
before attacking Chin. 

Arrested near the scene of the crime， 
they were all later charged with fourth 
degree assSault a class A misdemeanor, and 
first degree intimidation, a felony. Two of 
Chin's assailantswere juveniles. Six weeks 
after the incident, one of the 17-yr-olds， 
Robert Stezel, was sentenced to the 
MCcLaren School for Delinquents until his 
21stbirthday. 

Last Thursday, the other, Johr Con- 
dron, was given a Suspended sentence to 
MCcLaren, pending“absolute good behav- 
ior untilhis 19th birthday, according to the 
County Juvenile Court Counselor, Paul 


Harvey.“He's been placed on arigid strict 
probation which has been worked out in .

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Arrest Made in Killing of 
Two Students in Berkeley 


BERKELEY -Timothy Michael 
Devine, who allegedly killed two students 
in his apartment was arraigned in COUrt 
May 2. 

Devine, 22, allegedly bludgeoned to 
death Ching Ling Yen, 20, aUC Berkeley 
Sophomore, and Caroline Chen, 19, a 
student at the SF Academy of Art. 

In addition to two counts of murder， 
Devine is charged with one count of auto 
theft and one count of burglary. According 
to Tpe Dai1y Calfornian, Alameda County 
Deputy District Attorney Martin Brown 
Said that special circumstances surrounding 
the case 一 Committing two murders at one 
tme while he had one of the victim?s wallet 
一 make Devine eligible for the death 
penalty, if he is found guilty on all counts. 

The women were found dead behind a 
couch in Devine”s apartment by his mother， 
Mary 工 . Devine-Mattison, who shares the 
apartment with her two sons, when she 
retured home from work April 28: 

Devine's mother indicated to police that 
her Son was the boyfriend of Caroline 
Chen who had frequently given him rides 
to the SF Academy of Arb which they both 
attended. 

According to Raymond Chen， 
Caroline's brother and Yen?s friend, the 
two women had gone to Devine?s apart- 
ment Thursday afternoon to pick up 
Caroline s wallet. Raymond said his sister 
had told him that Devine had called her that 
day and admitted stealing her walleb which 


contained $400, and offered to return it 

Police believe that after the murder 
Devine arrived at Denny'”s restaurant in 
Emeryville in Caroline's car, which he 
allegedly stole. Along with another friend， 
Devine then entered Chen's apartment 
Later 由 at evening, according to police， 
Devine exchanged Caroline's car Stereo 
and the loan of her car for cocaine. 

After a woman in Richmond com- 
plained that a man driving a white Cabri- 
olet convertible, which turned cut to be 
Caroline 's car，had spit on her. A 
Richmond police officer attempted to pull 
the car Over and a chase ensued. 

Eventually the driver jumped from the 
moving car and disappeared through Dack 
yards. Police said they don "tbelieve 
Devine was the driver of the vehicle, but 
after Searching the area officers found 
Devine at the El Cerrito BART station. 

Police found a broken clothing iron and 
acConstruction brick, both of which had bits 
of clothing fber and blood on them, in the 
apartment. Police Said they Suspect that the 
iron was the majn weapon used in the 
beating. According to Berkejley police LE 
Phil Doran, the women were clubbed 
repeatediy on their bodies. 

Devine failed to enter a plea, because he 
Said he wants to find his Own attorney， 
although he was eligible to be represented 
by the public defender s office. He is being 
held without bail and ls Scheduled fora 
court appearance May 16.

Other more Complicated scenarios 
emerged, but they all involved some form 
of torture and death for the perpetrators. ItS 
always easier being an armchair defender 
of justice than a real life hero or victim: 
But, like the hydra's teeth, new racists will 
emerge from the fallen ones if nothing is 
done to change the conditions which breed 
hatred. 

Ironically, racism against the perpetra- 
tor is an all too common TeSponse to Tacist 


attacks. But where does it all end2 In- 
creased understanding or a belligerent 
stand-off between growing numbers of 
victims? 

Chin's approach to the attack and 
its aftermath has been admirable. While 
it's impossible to second guess what 
may have happened had he behaved dif- 
ferently, his actions probably prevented 
an escalation of hostilities. He faced ir- 
rational racism and anger' with non- 
violence. And while he is gratifled that 
the three are being prosecuted for their 
actions, he has also found within 
himself the ability to forgive. 

Above all else, he has taken this 
heinous act and chosen to educate 
through his actions and public state- 
ments，In doing so, he has transformed 
himself from victim to hero.“Ihbave a 
two-year-old child and I certainly am 
not going to sit back and forget about 
the beating.

Six years ago, Frank Ching, then 
Beiljing bureau chief of The Wa1 Street 
JoOVrpnal made arcmarkable discovery 一 
由 e 882-year-old grave of the man who 
was the common ancestor of both Ching's 
fatherand mother. 

Stunning as that discovery was on 3 
personal level, what Ching found out 
about his ancestor's Iole in Chinese 
SoOciety in the ilth century was equally 
noteworthy. 

The ancestor s name was Qin Guan 
and he was a prominent romantic poet and 
Scholar during the Song dynasty [960- 
1272]. In those days, poets and Scholars 
Occupied the highest ranks in China's 
Class-Conscious Society. They ran China s 
Sprawling bureaucracy at the behest of the 
emperor, Or SoOn of Heaven, as he was 
known. And they were generously 


Ching's Successful search for his 
ancestor S physical and societal legacy 
forms the foundation for an incredible 
journey back 900 years in China's Tich 
and complex history. 

His book 4mcestorstells of this 
joumney in intimate, mindboggling detail. 
Along the way，a “trip” that took the 
author almost a decade of intense 
research and many more years of 
internalized yearningS，he learned about 
his amazing family, whose members 
advised emperors, dispensed justice, cOn- 
tributed to the intellectual and artistic life 
of China, and even helped shape the 
Constitution of the new Chinese republic. 

The lives of various Qin family lumi- 
naries 一 the spellings of Qin and Ching 
are different transliterations of the same 
Chinese name 一 epitomized and person- 
alized cultural values and traditions that; 
Ching discovered, endure today, despite 
the seemingly ephemeral political 
currents. 

The Song-dynasty poet Qin Guan 

[1049-1100] may or may not have

founded the clan. Ching starts with him 
because family genealogical records show 
that he was the common link to Ching's 
father and mother 一 33 generations on the 
father s Side, 34 generations on the mother S. 
There's speculation in'the Qin family, but no 
conclusive evidence, that the clan may date 
from China's firstemperor Qin Shi Huang- 
di who, among other things, built the Great 
Wall of China and ruled in the Third Century 
B.C. Indeed, it is from the Qin dynasty that 
the country derived its non-Chinese name， 
China. (Chinese, of course, call their country 
Zhpo1tg8guo ,or Middle Kingdom.) 

Qin Guan served a number of mld-level 
bureaucratic posts, but.the fortunes of his 
public life were subject to the whims of 
larger political factional in-flghting, 3 
familiar theme in China?s history and one 
that repeats itself throughout the Qin clan 
history. 

In addition to Qin Guan, Ching catalogues 
ahost of distinguished Qin men. [Reflecting 
China's patriarchy and the penchant of 
family genealogists to record only positive 
family accomplishments, APcestors lj$ largely 
a Story of successful men.]

In this case, the husband merely wounded 


the elder cuckolder“The law allows the 
husband to seize an adulterer and it is 
difficult to prevent injury in such cases,” 
Huitian told the emperor. He recommended 
that the husband be pardoned. The em- 
peror, finding Huitian's argument persua- 
Sive, agreed. 

47icestory provides us a glimpse ofnon- 
official Chinese life as well particularly 
those of prominent Qin men. Some of them 
cut a wide Swath, So to Speak. Fidelity 
wasntmuch practiced by high-class men， 
Who took formal wives [through arranged 
marriages], then acquired concubines, by 
whom they had more children. 

Other reviews of 4mncestory have noted 
in acritical vein that the book overwhelms 
areader with historical detail and perhaps 
doesnm toften enough pull together the 
wealth of material into an interpretive， 
cohesive narrative. I share that criticism 
with a further note that reading 4Ajacestors 


can be tough going because of the histori- 
cal detail. With rare exceptions, the 
narrative is matter-of-fact and surprisingly 
emotionless.

Some discoveries about his family and 
China. 

But these are quibbles. Overall, 4mces- 
iory lj$s a prodigious piece of scholarship. 
Its indeed rare foranyone to be ableto 
authoritatively trace one's family back 900 
years. Ching did that, with help from 
partially completed genealogies held by 
family members Or in research libraries, as 
well as countless other documentation. But 
his meticulous and painstaking research 
has yielded a work that firmly places him 
within the proud intellectual tradition of 
the Qin clan and, indeed, of China self.
